At our March election, 1905, the town raised an additional 
sum of money for permanent improvements of main highways 
as required by law of 1905, that it might be entitled to a 
portion of the fund raised by the state for permanent improve- 
ments of main highways throughout the state, and at the 
present time we have in our town treasury the sum of $690.00 
set apart for this purpose.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Following the custom of past years, the school board begs 
leave to make a few remarks relative to what has been under- 
taken and accomplished; also some of the needs of the imme- 
diate future. We take pride in the fact of an increase in the 
number of weeks for the school year just closing, there having 
been 34 weeks in the schools not interrupted by illness, and 
sincerely hope the parents and guardians of the youth of our 
town recognize the benefit to be derived from a regular attend- 
ance during each term of the school year. The weather during 
the term just closed has, for the most part, been favorable, yet 
in some of the schools the attendance has been far below what 
it should have been. Of course this does not apply to those 
where whooping cough and other illnesses have been so prev- 
alent. 

For repairs, we have expended $213.39, the most expensive 
being at Green Hill and Pond Hill. The Green Hill school- 
house has been plastered, a new floor laid, second-hand desks 
put in and the interior received a coat of paint. 

We tried to economize in purchasing the desks, thereby 
becoming convinced that it would have been better economy in 
the end to have provided new, giving them comfortable, up-to- 
date furniture. 

The schoolhouse and shed at Pond Hill have been painted 
and minor repairs made on some of the others. We recom- 
mend that the Canaan school building be thoroughly renovated 
next year. Repairs are also needed at Waldron’s Hill and 


Swain. 
One change in text books bas been made, Metcalf’s 


grammar being substituted for the old one, which was very 
unsatisfactory. 
The Hale and Town Farm schoolhouses were in danger of 


mt 
being burned from using worthless and broken stoves and new 
ones have been substituted. We realized $1.00 from the sale 
of the old stove at the Hale school. 

Notwithstanding the unprecedented length of our schools 
and the amount of repairs, we have not reached the limit of 
our treasury as our financial report shows. 

We wish that a closer bond of sympathy between parents 
and teachers might be maintained which would be beneficial to 
all parties concerned.
